W ashington, Dec. 2.—T he population 
of th e state of Pennsylvania is 7.665,* 
111, according to statistics of the thir­ 
teenth census. 
This is an increase of 1,362,996, or 
21.6 per cent over 6,302.115 in 19i»0. 
T he increase from 1890 to 1900 was 
1,044,101, or 19.9 per cent. 
Though th eie is a heavy gain in the 
state as a whole the detailed figures 
show that large areas have fallen off 
in population. Nineteen counties show 
losses of population. Five m ore in­ 
creased less than 2<>00 each. 
Generally speaking,

counties, like F orest and P o tter; oil 
counties, Uke Venango and M cKean, 
and purely agricultural districts, like 
Tioga. Ju n ia ta and Susquehanna coun­ 
ties, which staow^ the losses. Pennsyl­ 
v an ia’s title as the coal and iron state 
is em phasized by the detailed figures, 
for the greatest growth, outside of 
Philadelphia and Pittsburg, has been 
in hard coal counties, like N orthum ­ 
berland, Schuylkill and L ackaw anna;
